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3. Two inventors were named as inventors of one or more claims of the 
subject patent application. More particularly, Hongjun Zhang and Ashok Patel are named 
as co-inventors of the subject patent application. 

4. At the time of invention, both of the co-inventors were employed by 
Research in Motion, Limited. 

5. An international patent application based upon the subject matter of 
the subject patent application, and identical thereto, was filed with the Canadian Patent 
Office acting as the receiving office on 12 February 2003. 

6. A declaration of co-inventor Hongjun Zhang in conformity with 
Rules 4. 17(iv) and 5 Ibis. l(a)(iv) was executed on 22 February 2003. A copy of the 
declaration is attached as Attachment A. 

7. A declaration of co-inventor Ashok Patel in conformity with Rules
